“Can we see no contrast between the 
sturdy self-reliance of the Boston mer­ 
chants in the days past and the attitude 
you aro invited to assume as dependents 
upon the favors of the government and 
benefi iaries under the taxing power/ 
Is 
there not a difference between the ideas that 
formerly prevailed concerning tho just and 
wholesome relations which should exist be­ 
tween the government and the business of 
the country and the present tendency to­ 
ward government partnership in trade, 
and was there a hint in former days that 
especial advantages 
thus once secured 
should constitute vested rights which in no 
event should be disturbed? Special legis­ 
lation cheapens in the minds of the 
people their estimate of the character 
and functions of government; it distorts 
every conception of the duty of good citi­ 
zenship end creates an atmosphere In 
which iniquitous purposes and design lose 
their odious features. 
It begins when 
perverted judgment is won to the theory 
that political action may be used solely 
for private gain and advantage. 
Mani­ 
festly if the motives of all citizens were 
unselfish and patriotic, and if they sought 
in political action only their share of ad­ 
vantage accruing from the advance of 
our country at all points toward her grand 
destiny there would be no place or occa­ 
sion for the perversion of our suffrage. 
4 ’Thus the inauguration of the intimida­ 
tion and corruption of our voters may be 
justly charged to selfish schemes seeking 
success through political action. 
These 
evils have bean neglected by honest men. 
The hdpe of bnllot reform, rising like a 
star in the East, has fixed the gaze of our 
patriotic fellow-countrymen, and every­ 
where they greet; with enthusiastic acclaim 
the advent of ballot reform. 
There are 
no leaders in tbis cause. 
Those who seem 
to lead the movement are but swept to 
tha front by the surging force of patriotic 
sentiment. It rises far above partisanship, 
and only the heedless, sordid and depraved 
refuse to join in the crusade. 
“A reform is predicted upon cool delib­ 
eration of political selfishness in its en­ 
deavor to prostitute the suffrage to the 
purposes of private gain. 
Good men have 
no cause for discouragement. 
Though 
there are dangers which threaten our wel­ 
fare, tho virtue and 
patriotism of the 
American people are not lost, and we shall 
find them sufficient for us. 
If in too great 
confidence they slumber they will not al­ 
ways sleep. 
Let them but be aroused 
from their lethargy and indifference by the 
consciousness of peril and they will burst 
the bonds of political selfishness, regain 
political freedom and restore the purity of 
the suffrage.” 
The feature of Mr. Carnagie’s speech 
was the magnificent compliment paid by 
him to the Democratic leader of the 
tariff reform movement. 
Mr. Carnegie 
said, in introducing his statistical talk, 
that Mr. Cleveland might honestly call 
himself a King, and, more than that, as 
he was the elect of the greatest nation of 
the earth and had won, as President of 
that nation, the respect and confidence of 
men of all shades of political belief and 
of both great parties.

V e n ic e , Dec. 13.—Robert Browning, the 
poet, died at IO o’clock Thursday night. 
His death was painless. 


Robert Browning was born at Comber- 
well, Surrey, in 1812, and was educated at J 
the University of London. 
At the age of 
20 he went to Italy and during his resi­ 
dence there he diligently studied its his­ 
tory and became acquainted with tho life 
of its people. 
The first poem he published was “ Paul­ 
ine,” in 185”>, which was immediately fol­ 
lowed by “ Paracelsus,” a dramatic poem. 
Tbis work attracted but little attention; ■ 
however, a few professed to see the evi­ 
dence of a true original mind in i t 
I d 
18 5 Mr. Browning’s tragedy of “Straf­ 
ford” was presented on the stage in Lon­ 
don, but it meet with very moderate suc­ 
cess. 
la 1810 Mr. Browning published 
“Bordello, ” which was also received with 
but little public favor. 
Between 1842 
and 1846 he published a collection of 
poems under the title of “ Bells and Pome­ 
granates.” Among these was a tragedy 
of striking poetical power, called “ A Blot 
on the Scutcheon.” 
Other poems followed 
in quick succession, but none of them add­ 
ed to his reDutation. 
In 1816 Mr. Brown­ 
ing married Miss Elizabeth Barrett, the 
distinguished poetess, who died in 1861. 
In 1849 His collected poems were publish­ 
ed in Loudon and reprinted in the United 
States. 
From 1861 up to 1883 a large 
number of poems from his pen were given 
to the public. 
The honorary degree of 
“ D. C. L.” was conferred on him by the 
University of Oxford in 1882. 
Tho Browning society, established in 
London, held its first meeting Oct. 28, 
1881. The society was organized to gather 
together the poet’s works and study and 
discuss tnem. 
The society also encourages 
and has succeeded in organizing a large 
number of Browning reading clubs in 
England and America.

ELECTION 
TITE NEED OF AN 
LAW. 
The other day the Oazette made some 
answers to a brief article from the Chris­ 
tian Union in which that journal thought 
a federal election law was uot needed be­ 
cause the democratic outrages on the j 
ballot existed in only three or four of tbe 
southern states. 
Since the publication cf that article 
tbe Milwaukee Sentinel has printed a 
letter from Harrison Reed, of Florida, in 
whioh he shows that a fedeal election law 
ie demanded by the nnlifioation of tbe 
civil rights guaranteed by the constitu­ 
tion. In one part of his letter Mr. Reed 
Bays: 
I rather prefer the courage with whicn 
Senator Spooner (God bless him!) pro­ 
poses to compel respect for the govern­ 
ment and tbe rights of citizens, it re­ 
quires little courage to avoid acting up 
to tbe convictions of duty, while to as­ 
sert and sustain these convictions in the 
face of threatened violence ie heroio. It 
is refreshing to the spirit of loyalty here 
to receive the telegram this morning 
that your young senator proposes to as­ 
tert the “ paramount authority” of federal 
laws and save from subversion the rights 
secured by the blood and treasure of 
loyal citizens. Oar local democratic or­ 
gan stigmatizes this proposition as a 
“ vicious echeme.” 
It fears the “disas­ 
ters” which you predict. 
But are the 
disasters in the maintaineuce of civil 
law greater than those of submission to 
the domination 
of organized lawless 
tyranny ? 
The condition of things can be better 
understood by stating the fact that the 
federal court in Florida is now in session 
and is attempting to bung to justice tho 
violators of the election laws; 
But, to 
use the language of Mr. Heed, ‘ 'intimi­ 
dation,violence and even murder is rose rl- 
ed to to screen the criminals and thwart 
the coart. Shall the coart have the means 
to enforce its decrees snd protect the 
loyal citizenship ?” Aud in this business 
ai outrageously criminal as it rn Ay be, it 
seems to be successful. 
The democrats 
of lFlonds, as well as those of Missis­ 
sippi, are determined that the 
negro 
shall out no figure in the elections in 
those states; and when tbe Monticello 
(Florida) Tribune, heard of tbe federal 
election law bill, whioh seeks simply to 
protect all citizens in the right to vote, it 
b usts forth in this strain: 
“Behold tbe scum of our land decked 
out in official garb, the ermine of our na­ 
tional judiciary dragged into the squalor 
and filth of , political partisanship; the 
national jury boxes in oar (.state packed 
by a perjured commissioner m [order to 
perpetuate vicious designs upon those 
of opposite political faiths that might be 
arraigned and our temples of justice offi­ 
cered by mercenary pigmies and pur­ 
chasable minions. These are the mas­ 
ters that wave the lash abcve us and 
fain would goad us into the acceptance 
of their dictums as supreme law. These 
are tbe authorities that would chastise 
us for past errors and teach us submis­ 
sion to future indignities and oppres­ 
sions. 
“ The remedy for these evils lie within 
ourselves 
It is as mu^h our duty lo re­ 
sist oppression as to obey law. This 
motley crew should be taught a lesson 
and those hell-born noters in sacred 
thing* should: be made to know tbe 
bounds of their authority. 
This is the spirit 
the democratic 
press in the south, and will any fail 
minded man of patriotism and courage 
say that under these humiliating circum­ 
stances a federal election law is not 
needed ? 
As to how one-sided theee congress­ 
ional elections are in the south, may be 
illustrated in the case of Judge Jamee 8 
Cothran, of South Carolina, who has re­ 
signed his seat in congress to take tbe 
presidency of a railway company.

AN UNFORTUNATE GOVERNOR. 
A good de*I of concern is expressed 
by our state exchanges of the democratic 
faith at the conduct of Gov. Hoard. That 
official, it appears, has recently attended 
severe farmers’ institutes. He has made 
spceoi.es before those bodies. He has 
talked ab* ut dairying, stock raising, and 
a variety of subjects rn which farmers 
are interested. It is even alleged tnat 
on one occasion he went so far as to 
speak favorably of tbe country sohool 
aud to assert that it had been a good 
thing for this country.—Milwaukee Sen­ 
tinel.

The commissioner would be required to 
select such banks as should in their 
opinion provide a complete protection 
to the state, limiting the amount of de­ 
posit in any bank to a certain proportion 
of its capital stock, say one-half. De­ 
posits would be made by the state treas­ 
ures only and solely by direction of tho 
commissioners. kfor which deposits he 
would receive triplicate certificates, one 
to be at once delivered to the governor, 
another to the secretary of state. 
The 
banks would be required to pay to the 
state treasurer such fair and equitable 
interest on balances as might be deter ­ 
mined upon between said commissioners 
and such banks.” 
This plan is eimilnr to the one sug­ 
gested by the Gazette several weeks ago. 
It is tbe only plan whioh can be adopted 
in justice to the treasurer and the state;

S an F rancisco, Cal., 
Dec. 18.—Tho 
great rain-storm, 
which has continued 
throughout the State eleven days, appears 
to have been broken in this city, although 
it is still raining at many points in the in­ 
terior, 
The rain fall has been seventeen 
C A L I i S * mc^es here, which is unprecedented, even 
in the phenomenal year of IS Id, and the 
damage threatens to bo 
large in the 
bridges washed away 
and 
rich valley 
lands overflowed. 
The Sacramento river 
is twenty-six and a half feet above the 
low-water mark at Colusa, and several 
breaks occurred 
there, flooding half a 
dozen large wheat ranches below the town. 
Thousands of acres of promising wheat are 
under water, and unless the breaks can bo 
repaired great damage will do done. 
For miles above Colusa, on both sides of 
the river, the Sacramento valley looks like 
a great lake, with trees and houses stand­ 
ing out like islands. 
About 10:HO last 
night a cloud-burst occurred in tho moun­ 
tain canyon near Boulder creek, 
Santa 
Cruz county, and flood of water many feet 
high came roaring down the narrow val­ 
ley. 
It carried whole trees and logs and 
nothing stood before it. 
Five houses, with 
their sleeping occupants, were swept away 
like egg-shells. 
The people in tho houses 
were in bed at the time and were taken 
completely bv surprise. 
Joe Easton and his wife occupied one 
house. 
The people on the banks saw them 
swept by in the torrent clasped in each 
others’ arms. 
Men ran down the stream 
in the hope of saving them. 
A quarter of 
a mile below a cry for help was heard, 
and Mrs. Easton was found clinging to 
the bank. 
She had been struck by drift­ 
ing logs as she was swept down stream. 
She was badly bruised and had been 
stripped of her night clothes. She is near­ 
ly 50 years old and the shock may prove 
fatal. 
She said that as she and her hus­ 
band were swept down together a log 
struck him and separated them. 
She did 
not see him again. 
Easton’s body was 
found in a pile of drift about half a mile 
down stream. 
There were several narrow 
escapes, but no one except Easton was lost.

crime has affected us, and to reprove free­ 
ly, as is proper, in your presence so great 
an infamy. 
•‘We have not failed to witness, follow­ 
ing after the Italian revolution and the 
usurption of Romo, our most holy religion 
and this Apostolic See exposed to a long 
series of outrages. 
But to-day perverse 
sects ardently tend to acts still worse even 
than those yet accord plashed. 
There are 
minds that have resolved to make of the 
chief city of Catholicity the capital of all

Tho air down below, under such circum­ 
stances, can not be imagined by one who 
has not a touch of experience. 
Houses of 
good class are solidly constructed under­ 
ground, with chambers and doors and 
corridors, but the mass of the people in­ 
habit big holes, roofed over, with no kind 
of permanent conveniences. 
Every win­ 
ter tile frost and snow and rain play mis­ 
chief with these rough pits, and the dam­ 
age is not always, nor ofte.i, repaired by 
the following summer. 
Fancy thousands 
of Mongols in these dens, pursuing their 
filthy habits, iii semi-darkness, suffering 
the awful torment of heat, children wail­ 
ing, adults raving, always in want of 
water and generally of food, in an atmos­ 
phere beyond conceiving. 
That is the 
picture which those few lines of telegram 
suggest to readers who know.

The Wisconsin Civil Sunday Associa­ 
tion, a league recently foimed in Mil­ 
waukee, .ib making preparations for a 
thorough£orgacizacion throughout the 
state. The object of this new Itsgte is 
to enforce the Sunday laws of the state. 
The constitution reads as follows: 
I. The organization shall be known 
as the Wisconsin Civil Sunday Associa­ 
tion. 
II. Its objeot shall be to oreateand 
maintain pnbiio sentiment in favor of a 
civil Sanday in conformity with the laws \ 
of Wisconsin. 
III. The officers of the association 
shall consist of a president and one vice 
president in each congressional district 
together with a corresponding secretary ’ 
recording secretary and treasurer, who, 
shall be chosen aft the regular annual 
meeting. 
1Y. Any person can become an asso­ 
ciate member of the organization by as­ 
senting to the constitution aud handing 
his or ber name to the secretary. Any 
person by like assent can beoome so ac­ 
tive member by the payment of $1 an­ 
nually to its treasury. 
V. The president shell be empowered 
to appoint in every souuty in the state a 
county secretary, who, together with the 
vice-president of the district, shall at­ 
tend t> securing statistics, oplliog and 
arranging for public meetings aud co­ 
operating with the state tianday Asso­ 
ciation throughout the state. 
YI. The annual meeting shall be he'd 
od the second Tuesday of December, at 
which time the state officers id furthering 
the interests of a civil Sunday shall be 
elected. 
The objects of this association are to 
close all saloons, stop railroads, newspa­ 
pers, barbers, street oar and any other 
business not necessary in the minds of 
ministers.

Why compress in the 
faintest degree her developing muscles, 
her active, bounding movements, lier 
healthy internal organs? Mothers may 
say what they please about their girls 
never wearing tight stays, or com­ 
pressing themselves in any way.
